Legal provisions stipulate that 
the prime minister's approval Is 
required for certain methods of 
covert surveillance such as 
telephone taps, bugging and 
penetration of political groups. 

The security chief refused to 
reveal anything about progress In 
the Investigation of the attempted 
as s assinations, and remained non- 
committal about the naHnn») iden- 
tity of the attackers — Jewish or 
^rab. He explained that tracing a 
group which was responsible for 
what appeared to be such "one- 
time actions” was much more dif- 
ficult than uncovering a cell which 
continued to be active. 

The chief said .there was a 
deepening polarization among the 
Jewish section of the population. 
But . in general he did not find a 
readiness on the part of groups and 
organizations to resort to violent 
acts — “although here and there ad 
hoc groupings appear which are 
generally detected in time." 

The Shabak has an 89 per cent 
success rate In solving attacks by 
Arab terrorists, he noted, and add- 
ed that there was no difficulty In 
determining modes of operation in 
the Jewish sector or areas where 
Jews reside. 

On Friday the Prime Minister’s 
Office issued a denial which began : 
"Fro m the day malicious people 
first began spreading their Hes, 
never was a calumny so odious as 
that dispatched to The Washington 
Star by its correspondent in Israel. 
Truth will win the day." 

The statement noted that Begin 
had publicly condemned the at- 
tacks and ordered that the in- 
vestigation be given the highest 
priority. The prime minister- also 
denied having ever discussed the 
matter with the inspector-general 
of the police, as alleged in The 
Star’s report. 

The statement concluded by 
noting that the Italian police have 
still not solved the murder of Aldo 
Moro, nor have the British police 
identified the murderers of Lord 
Mountbatten. 

Senior legal sources said last 
night that it was not yet clear what 
legal action, if any, would he taken 
against Halevy, who la currently in 
the U.S.

TEHERAN (Reuter). — A three- 
day international “Free 
Jerusalem" congress opened here 
yesterday with a senior Iranian 
parliamentarian questioning 
Israel’s right to exist as an indepen- 
dent state. 

One million Iranians marched In 
Teheran to protest the annexation 
of East Jerusalem by the Knesset 
— Iranian 

revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini yesterday called on the 
Moslems of the world to rlae 
against what he called their own 
corrupt governments and return to 
the path of the holy Karan. 

In a speech to delegatee attending 


an international congress here on 
"freeing Jerusalem from Israeli 
rule," Khomeini said Jerusalem 
was not the only major problem of 
the Moslems. There were problems 
in Afghanistan, Pakistan, Turkey, 
Egypt and Iraq too. he said. 

Iranian officials said that 56 
delegates from IS countries, mostly 
Islamic Htates, were attending the 
congress. Also present were 
representatives of the ' Palestine 
Liberation Organization and Fafad 
Kawaszne and Mohammed Milhem, 
the mayors of Hebron and Halhoul 
who were expelled from the West 
Bank in May after the terrorist at- 
tack on Jews In Hebron.

Turkey to execute 22 sect members 


ADANA’, Turkey (AP) . — A 
Turkish military court sentenced 22 
right-wing extremists to death and 
sentenced 818 others to sentences 
ranging from six years to life in 
prison for taking part in 1978 riots 
between left- and right-wing 
Moslem sects. 

In the largest mass trial in 
Turkish history, 411 others were 
acquitted. 


Prosecutors had asked for 330 
death sentences — and criticized 
the court for being too lenient with 
the right-wing extremists, who are 
me mbers of the Sunn i Moslem sect. 

Two defendants died and 
two gave birth during the 
proceedings. The court has dropped 
some cases and ordered further In- 
vestigation of some others. 


Five hurt in picnic park bomb 


Five people were Injured — one of 
them seriously — when a bomb 
hidden Inside a tree-trunk exploded 
in the Canada Park near the Latrun 
Monastery yesterday morning. 

The small bomb, which had been 
packed with nails, exploded while 
the park was full of hundreds of 
families on picnics. The Palestine 
Liberation Organization haa claim- 
ed responsibility for the blast. 

One of the wounded. U-yearold 
Ronen Hadad, of Bat Yam, la on the 
critical list at Asaaf Harofeh 
hospital, to Tzriflm He was Injured 
in Ms head, chest and legs. Moshe 
Alonl, so, also of Bat Yam, was 
hospitalized in Jerusalem’s Shaare 


Zedek Hospital where his condition 
was described as “medium." Arye 
Margo! ts, 24, of Holon, Rlvka 
Mlnner, 42, of Rama t Gan, and Ron- 
nie Elk&na, 24, of Azor, were all 
lightly hurt and were expected to be 
released from hospital by last 
night. 

The wounded persons were taken 
to hospital by other picnickers. 
Police also arrived at the park and 
combed the area for more bomba. 
Experts from the mobile police 
laboratory determined that the ex- 
plosives were of a kind used by 
terrorist organizations. Dozens of 
Arabs who were at the park at the 
time were held for questioning.

Egypt finds 

Begin letter 
‘most negative’

Egypt's top political 
hierarchy last night charged 
that the letter Premier 
Menahem Begin sent President 
Anwar Sadat on Friday Includ- 
ed "many negative elements” 
which were unlikely to help 
resume the stalled autonomy 
negotiations between the two 
countries soon. 

"There was nothing positive In 
it." said Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak of the letter in wMch 
Begin rejected Egypt's protests 
against the Jerusalem Law and the 
construction of Jewish settlements 
in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. 

Mubarak made the statement in 
Alexandria after summoning 
Sadat's foreign policy advisers to 
review the 29-page letter which 
Israel ambassador Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar handed him on Friday. 
Begin had replied to a letter sent by 
Sadat last week In which the Egyp- 
tian president cautioned that the 
enactment of the Jerusalem Law 
and Israel’s reluctance to recon- 
sider its settlement policy In the ad- 
ministered territories were Jeopar- 
dizing the Camp David peace ac- 
cords signed between the two coun- 
tries. 

Earlier In the day, Mubarak met 
in Alexandria with U.S. Am* 
bassador Alfred Atherton, whose 
government Cairo considers to be a 
partner, rather than mediator. In 
the peace process. 

Mubarak haa been acting on 
behalf of President Sadat, who la 
due to end three days of seclusion 
and meditation at Mt. Sinai tonight 
as file Moslem month-long fast of 
Ramadan draws to an end. 

In contrast to the Initial Im- 
pressions relayed by officials In 
Cairo. Egypt's top policymakers 
yesterday Indicated that Begln’s 
reply to Sadat haa left little room 
for hope of an early resumption of 
the negotiations over the proposed 
autonomy tor the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Among these policymakers are 
Mubarak, senior deputy premier 
Fuad Mohleddln, Foreign Minister 
Kamal Haasan All, Minister of 


State tor Foreign Affairs Butros 
GhaJi and Foreign Undersecretary 
Osama al-Baz. They said yesterday 
they were considering recommen- 
ding to Sadat that be reply to 
Begin's letter. 

Government circles in Israel 
decJlned over the weekend to dis- 
close details of Begin's message to 
Sadat, saying they wanted Sadat 
himself to read it first. 

A reliable source In Egypt, 
however, said that Begln’s message 
had essentially emphasized Israel’s 
determination to maintain. Ita con- 
trol of East Jerusalem and its right 
to establish settlements la the 
territories. 

The source said Begin had dis- 
missed Sadat's suggestion that 
there had been an agreement to 
consider East Jerusalem as part of 
the West Bank and as such subject 
to the autonomy negotiations. 

Begin was quoted as recalling in 
his message that he had repeatedly 
made clear that Jerusalem, a city 
eternally reunited and Indivisible, 
is the capital of Israel — in Its en- 
tirety^ 

The premier described as "Im- 
possible" Sadat's call tor both 
maintaining the unity of Jerusalem 
and reinstating Arab sovereignty • 
over East Jerusalem. "Impossible. 
Jerusalem la and will be one, under 
Israel’s sovereignty, its indivisible 
capital in which Jews and Arabs 
will dwell together in peace and In 
human dignity," Begin waa 
reported as saying. 

The premier went on to caution 
Sadat that "whosoever declares 
that the sovereign acts of our 
democratic parliament are null and 
void makes a declaration which is 
null and void." 

He told Sadat that the same rule 
applies to Israeli settlements in the 
West Bank, the Gaza Strip and the 
Golan Heights. “They are legal and 
legitimate and they are an integral 
part of our national security. None 
of them will ever be removed." 
Begin declared — obviously In- 
dicating that Sadat should not ex- 
pect Israel to agree to dismantle 
settlements In the administered 
territories as It did In the Sinai- 
Begin rejected Sadat's contention 
that Israel Was unilaterally

Protest over cartoon in Cairo paper 


Israel has protested to Egypt over 
the publication in a Cairo 
newspaper of a cartoon showing 
Adolf Hitler presenting Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin with a 
swastika-shaped medal. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
on Friday delivered the protest to 
Egyptian Ambassador Sa'ad Mor- 
tada and called publication of the 
cartoon in Al Gomhourlya 
"shameful," a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said. 

The cartoon showed Begin 
holding a whip in one hand m»> a 


poster J« the other, on which was 
written: Politics of fait accompli, 
annexation of land by force, ridicul- 
ing international resolutions, U 1 
treatment of prisoners, and greater 
Israel. The Nazi leader was shown 
leaning down and presenting Begin 
with a swastika, and the comment 
underneath read: “Excellent 

Begin .” 

Shamir, quoted by Israel Radio as 
noting to his aides that Egytlan 
news media are state-controlled, 
asked rhetorically: “How low can 
they stoop to publish such a 
caricature?" 


U.S. calls for renewal 
of autonomy negotiations 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
State Department on Friday called 
for the renewal of autonomy 
negotiations between Israel and 
Egypt as soon as possible. 

Spokesman David Passage said 
the U.S. envoy to the talks, Sol 
Llnowltz. would be returning to the 
Middle East shortly. At present, he 
said, there was no plan for "shuttle 
diplomacy" between Cairo and Tel 
Aviv. 

Passage said the State Depart- 
ment had a copy of Premier Begln’a 
message to President Anwar Sadat 
about the Jerusalem Law, but had 
not yet finished studying it. 

"I do not see any real utility In 


descriDtng the messages as 
warmer, colder, bleaker or more 
positive. The important thing is to 
get the two sides talking once 
again, that Is the direction we need 
to head. 

"The U.S. position on the status of 
Jerusalem is clear — it must be 
negotiated in the framework of the 
historic Camp David accords." 

"Our position is that the final 
status of Jerusalem can only be 
decided by negotiations between 
the parties concerned," Passage 
said. 

"As we have repeatedly stated, 
we oppose any unilateral attempts 
to predetermine the outcome of 
those negotiations." 


Solh abandons try to form government 


, BEIRUT (Reuter). — Prime 
Minister-designate Takleddin Solh 
announced yesterday that he was 
abandoning his attempt to form a 
government of national unity in 
Lebanon, after 20 days ot fruitless 
negotiations.'

150,000 Texans flee rampaging hurricane 


BROWNSVILLE. Texas. — 
Hurricane Allen, the mperstorm 
churning 272 kph winds and already 
claiming at least 100 lives, punished 
the Texas coast yesterday. An es- 
timated 150,000 people fled their 
homes as the second most powerful 
Atlantic hurricane on record bore 
down on the seaport cities of south 
Texas. 

Tornadoes, spawned by the 
hurricane, destroyed at least a 
dozen homes In -Brownsville, but 
caused no casualties to the com- 
munity which normally haa 70,000 
people. Brownsville now looks like 
a ghost town after the inhabitants 
boarded up their homes and fled. 

An 292 -metre tanker with a crew 


of 37 and carrying 280,000 barrels of 
oil was disabled and adrift off Cor- 
pus zchrlsti, Texas. 

Coast Guard Lt. Lawrence Fon- 
tana in Corpus Christ! said the 
Liberian tanker was disabled about 
eight km. off Padre Island. 

He said the tanker Mary Ellen 
left Port Arkansas on Friday, inten- 
ding to dear the gulf ahead of the 
storm, but lost power. Fontana said 
three tugboats were sent to aid the 
drifting tanker, but said a 
helicopter rescue would be impossi- 
ble because of the weather. 

Gale force winds and heavy rains 
are already buffettlng buildings 
along the 720-km Texas coastline of 
the Gulf of Mexico. Weather ex- 


perts expected IB cm of rain. 

The hurricane was described by 
the U.S. National Weather Service 
as "extremely severe." 

Crude oil and natural gas fields in 
southern Texas have been closed as 
a precautionary measure. 

The hurricane haa already hit St 
Lucia. Jamaica, Haiti, the 
Dominican Republic and Cuba. 

An ii-km traffic jam built up an 
one of the main roads out of Corpus 
Christl. Thousands of cars, 
packed with . people's belongings, 
came to a standstill in a jam on the 
road from Galveston to Houston as 
people fled inland. 

A force of 2,600 National 
Guardsmen have been placed on 


standby In the Texas coastal area. 

A barge loaded with chemicals 
went aground to the Houston ship 
channel, and authorities ordered all 
1,200 people living in the area to 
leave in case the hurricane smash- 
ed the barge and caused an explo- 
sion. 

Shops in coastal towns reported 
runs on torches, candles and wood, 
to board up windows, before people 
left. Batteries, which normally cost 
SO cents, were reported to be selling, 
for up to S5 In places. 

No accurate estimate of the total 
damage Is available so far, but the 
Haitian government estimated the 
cost of damage there at more than 
S50m. (AP, Reuter)

A package deal to freeze prices. 
Wag ea. profits and taxes would be 
an efficient move in the fight 
against Inflation, even though it 
might be politically Inexpedient, 
according to Bank of Israel Gover* 
nor Arnon Gafny. Responding to 
this proposal, Histodrut sources 
yesterday said they would agree to 
an arrangement of this kind, but not 
to. a complete package deal. 

In any event, the sources said, if 
prices and taxes do not go up, the 
Histadrut has no demands beyond 
those covered in the recently signed 
Labour agreements. 

Gafny was speaking on Friday at 
a 'Foreign Ministry conference on 
economic issues at Kibbutz Ma'alei 
Hahamlsba. He told the gathering 
that the government's policy on the 
balance ot payments had gone well, 
.and that this year the country could 
expect a deficit of only 92.4b.. an 
improvement of $200zn. over 1979, 
despite this year's fuel price rises. 

But, Gafny said, the government 
has nevertheless not managed to 
overcome the Inflationary spiral. 
The package deal is the Immediate 
answer to inflation, though he add- 
ed that, politically speaking, It may 
not be the right time for such a solu- 
tion. 

.Gafny's estimate of a 92. 4b. 
balance of payments deficit la leas 
than the Treasury's month-old es- 
timate of $ 2 . 8b., and much below 
the figure of $3.8b. it predicted at 
the beginning of the year. Oil im- 
ports this year will cost $2 ,4b. he 
said. In other words, the civilian 
balance of payments deficit, ex- 
cluding oil, will be nil. Last year, 
tiie deficit was 92.6b., when oil im- 
ports accounted for (L.4b., l.e. the 
eivfllan deficit, net of oil imports. 


was $i.2b. In 1978, the civilian 
deficit was S1.7b„ of which 9900m. 
was accounted for by oil imports, 
giving a net oil deficit of 9900m. 

Ail this points io an Improvement 
In the balance of payments position, 
despite deteriorating conditions of 
Israeli trade directly related to fuel 
expenses. 

The public, Gafny said, is not, for 
the most part, Interested in the 
balance of payments position. But if 
steps bad not been taken to Improve 
it, the economy could well have 
been thrown into a state of uncon- 
trolled unemployment. The im- 
provement in the balance of 
payments position had prevented 
this, he said. 

Tbe system of linkage makes It 
possible for the country to manage 
with the present rate of . Inflation, 
Gafny said. But, on the other hand, 
the same linkages also stand in the 
way of the government's taking ef- 
ficient measures against Inflation. 
Ideal conditions exist today, 
economically speaking, to halt in- 
flation. but, Gafny said, he was well 
aware of the political difficulties. 

Gafny rejected the widely-held 
belief that overseas agencies, i-e. 
the U.S.. supply Israel with all her 
defence needs. 

American aid supplies only a half 
of the country's expenses on direct 
and indirect imports channelled to 
the defence establishment, Israel 
spends some IS per cent ot Its gross 
national product on defence, three 
to four times as much as other 
countries. 

In the last decade, defence im- 
ports totalled 914.3b., and a further 
9i-8b. was spent on repaying the in- 
terest and principal for loans. In 
this same period, American aid was 
913.1b., ot which 96.4b. was In 
grants and 98.7b. in loans.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — A Califor-

"It seems to me that you have a 
person who at the very least made a 
real effort to take advantage of and 
use a member of the President’s 
family,’’ press secretary Jody 
Powell said on Friday night. 

Powell confirmed that Ruth 
Carter Stapleton's trip had been 
paid for in part by Sam Bamieh, a 
Palo Alto, California, exporter with 
business ties to Arab countries. 
Bamieh, who accompanied her on 
the journey, wai on a Middle East 
business trip and unavailable for 
comment. 

The Peninsula Times Tribune in 
Palo Alto reported that Bamieh 
helped finance Stapleton's 


••goodwill” trip to Egypt, Jordan, 
Saudi Arabia and Oman, on which 
she met with business, political and 
religious leaders, including Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat. 

“During the course of the trip 
over there, she realized this person 
was attempting to exploit her and to 
use her," Powell told UPI after 
talking with Stapleton. 

Powell said Stapleton “came to 
realize what sort of person she was 
dealing with" when she learned- 
Bamieh "had given instructions 
that all of her phone calls be routed 
through his room." 

"She said that he had Insisted 
upon being present at every 
meeting she had with everybody 
else over there to the point of being 
extremely obnoxious, and hi tried 
to get her to stay two extra days In 
Saudi Arabia — even to the point of 
saying they could not leave because 
of airplane trouble," Powell said. 

"Only when she said they would 
leave with alternate transportation 


did he say the trouble had been 
cleared up and she could leave." 

Bamieb sought to exploit 
Stapleton, said Powell, “hi the 
sense of trying to use her presence 
there as a means of trying to gain 
access to people he wanted to gain 
access to" for business reasons. 

The newspaper quoted an 
evangelist who accompanied 
Stapleton on the trip as saying Arab 
government officials asked 
Stapleton to bring her "good of- 
fices” to bear* against “the Zionist 
lobby." But Powell said he could 
not confirm that either. 

The newspaper also said part of 
the cost of Stapleton's air tare was 
borne 'by AlJa, the government- 
owned Jordanian airline, but 
Powell could not confirm that 
either. 

Powell also said Stapleton was 
given a routine briefing by White 
House national security adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezlnski before her 
trip, which waa suggested by a 


board member of her ev an g el i c a l 
group. 

Powell said; that after the 
Stapleton trip, Bamieh tried to 
reach administration official*, in- 
cluding Brzezlnski. *‘He was 
rebuffed.” Powell added, “when it 
became obvious what sort of game 
he was playing.”

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Eitan: Iraq reactor 
will speed nuke race 
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The delivery of a'nuclear reactor 
to Iraq will hasten the Introduction 
of nuclear weapons into the Middle 
East. Chief of Staff Rafael Elt&n 
said on Friday. 

Interviewed by ECol Y Israel, Rav 
Aluf Eitan said the superpowers 
must consider the dangers of 
nuclear proliferation In the Middle 
East because Iraq does not have a 
reputation for rational behaviour. 
"Such a danger in the hands of Iraq 
Is a threat to our existence, and 
Israel will have to take every step in 
this process Into consideration.’* he 

said. 

Eltan also spoke about the 
defence budget, which has been 
diminished In a series of budget cuts 
demanded by the Treasury. The ar- 
my. he said, is already poised on 
what he called the red (danger) line 
with respect to budget cuts, “and 
maybe even hanging onto (the line) 
with its hands.” The army has up to 
now saved millions, he continued, 
adding that even hie pet project of 
making soldiers pick up used car- 
tridge cases after training with 
fire arms has saved IS 5m. 


The chief of staff had good words 
for the youth volunteering into elite 
army unite.

TEL AVIV STOCK MARKET REVIEW 

No ‘real’ reason seen for 
last week’s massive drop

TEL AVIV. — The sharp price 
declines In the share market, ac- 
companied by the massive selling 
waveB of last Wednesday and 
Thursday, have created an air of 
uncertainty which appears to have 
overtaken investors, speculators 
and Tel Aviv stock exchange of- 
ficials alike. Public officials as well 
as bankers have stated that there Is 
no “real” reason for the market 
drop and that they do not anticipate 
a major downturn. 

On the face of things, a 0.5 per 
cent decline in the popular general 
share index In one week cannot be 
viewed as a major calamity; es- 
pecially when contrasted with an 8 
per cent rise a week earlier. Yet the 
massive trading turnovers which 
totalled, on- and off-the-floor, no 
less than 18838m., were unsettling. 
In the process, the commercial 
honk sector registered &6.3 per cent 
lass, as measured by the general 
share index. 

The shares of two of the country’s 
three major banks fell by margins 
that exceeded the group's average. 
IDB was dbwn by 10.8 per cent and 
Bank Leuml by 7.9 per cent. 
Hapoalim was relatively unscathed 
. with a 2.7 per cent weekly loss. 

More than half of the losses oc- 
curred last Thursday. During that 
last session of the week, a senior 
stock exchange official told The 
Jerusale Post that the clue to future 
. developments may well be gleaned - 
. from the trailing in Hapoalim and 
sttaresF'** i " ; "' ,: * r ' * 

More than I860 million worth of 
the Hapoalim and Leuml shares 
were put up for sale. The size of the 
selling orders apparently caught 
brokers and bank representatives 


off guard. Everyone realized that if 
these shares were registered as 
"sellers only," then public con- 
. fldence would suffer a major set- 
back and possibly trigger a major 
sell off which could not be controlled 
by the banks or institutional in 
veatora. 

As it was, the offers were picked 
up with the two banks mopping up 
the offers when no other buyers 
appeared. 

It would appear that the group of 
most recently floated mutual funds 
inadvertently may have been 
responsible for last week’s market 
crop. 

The mutual funds in the past 
month had accumulated hundreds 
of millions of shekels In assets and 
have been a major factor In 
pushing up the prices of equities, as 
' they fought each other to bring back 
the best performance. This alone 
made the market more sensitive to 
a seUoff. 'Die performance of the 
mutual funds haa been so Im- 
pressive that many investors sold 
their portfolios last week in order to 
get on the mutual fund bandwagon. 

This allowed the funds to step into 
the breach and to become major 
buyers as prices fell. Of course, the 
investor was the loser as he sold at 
lower prices. The funds, on the 
other hand, weathered the storm 
nicely. One of these even rose by 0.8 
per cent over the past two sessions. 

More than a number of analysts 
are hoping that the high level of 
financial liquidity In. the hands of 
..the ipubllc-.wiiiixeaulUin-iWKe 
amounts of cash flowing into the 
market. Should this be the case,' 
then a stabilization of prices could 
be in the offing and last week's ac- 
tion would be no more than a stark 
reminder that the share market is a 
"two-way street." 


WALL STREET WEEK 

Dramatic Dow Jones rise 
recalls the ‘good ole’ 60s 


NEW YORK (AF). — Something 
very strange and wonderful is going 
on in Wall Street. 

Old-timers, who can recall an- 
cient eras like the 1980s, testify that 
It looks, feels and sounds like a bull 
market for stocks. 

The most obvious evidence of tins 
phenomenon, of course, la the 
dramatic rise of stock prices over 
the last four months. The Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrials, 
which stood aroudd 737 late in the 
afternoon of March 27, closed Fri- 
day at a 3%-year high of 954 M. 

The average's 23 . 21 -point rise 
over the past week was Its llth gain 
In the past 15 weeks. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
composite Index, up 1.87 at 70.81 on 
the week, and the American Stock 
Exchange market value Index, up 
5.69 at 819.41, both Mt record highs. 

Trading volume, meanwhile, con- 
tinued at a blistering pace. Tur- 
nover on the big board averaged 
50.56 milli on shares a day. against 
47.88 million the week before. 

There ore other tell-tale symp- 
toms as well. Money ia actually 
pouring in, for a change, to mutual 
funds that Invest in stocks. One 
magazine recently spoke of mutual- 


fund investing as "an Idea whose 
time has come again." 

New Issues are booming. "This la 
the hottest market for initial public 
offerings since the late '80s." says 
Norman Fosback, editor of a letter 
called New Issues published in Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida.. 

One stock that came out last 
month at 822 a share, shot up to 832 
In the first day of trading, and 
recently reached $40. 

“Several smaller energy-related 
Issues have doubled the' first day 
after going public,” Fosback add- 
ed. 

Joseph Granville, an influential 
technical analyst, recalled early 
this month: "The Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average has gone up 177 
points since April 21st, the day I 
sent out a buy flash. This was the 
rally that ‘wasn't supposed to last, 
according to many of the market 
commentators." 

This type of behaviour bam’t- 
been seen much in the financial 
community for the past i decade. 
The Dow Jones industrials made 
almost no net progress through the 
1970 a, while the cost of living was 
just about doubling in this country.

Armenian prelates return 
to honour J’lem seminary

Some 50 ranking Armenian 
prelates gathered In Jerusalem last 
week to mark the 150th anniversary 
of the Armenian Theological 
Seminary In the Armenian Quarter 
of the Old City. Representing the 
cream of the Armenian clergy, they 
were all graduates of the seminary. 

Many had not been In Jerusalem 
since it was reunited. The Arme- 
nian Primate of Egypt, Zaven 
Chinchlnlan. declared himself 
"enchanted" with the city In its pre- 
sent form. But the Cairo-based 
cleric hastened to add that his main 
Interest was not in politics but In 
visiting the holy places and seeing 
old friends and relatives. 

Chinchlnian, who lived in 
Jerusalem from 1936 to 1958, 
attended the community's elemen- 
tary school and then the seminary. 
In 1958 he was sent to Egypt where 
he saw his community drop In 
numbers from 35,000 to 12,000. 
Many went to the West, he said, but 


some returned to Soviet Armenia. 

Like other religious leaders in the 
Armenian diaspora, he la concern- 
ed with inculcating the national 
culture, through language and 
faith. And like Jewish religious 
leaders, he is still haunted by the 
memories of the national holocaust. 

The common memories of suffer- 
ing were recalled by the Armenian 
Patriarch of Jerusalem, Yeghishe 
Derderian. when the group visited 
Yad Vashem last week. 

"When we touch our wounds we 
feel yours and when you touch your 
wounds you feel ours," he told of- 
ficials at the memorial to the Jews 
killed by the Nazis In World War H, 
only a few decades after the 
massacre of Armenians' by the 
Turks In World War I. 

Later, at a reception held by 
Mayor Teddy Kollek In the 
municipality, the patriarch spoke 
of another common sentiment. He 
expressed the hope that “in some 
small way." for the Armenians too. 
"out of Zion shall come forth the 
Law." 


Mexican— HU 
agreement on 
farm research

Jews boosts

Adrienne Hendricks first began 
to question her faith in Christianity 
at the age of seven, when neither 
her family minister nor her aunts 
could explain" why they observe the 
Sabbath on Sunday Instead of 
Saturday, as written in the Bible. 

Today, having converted to 
Judaism and taken the name Shi fra 
Yablr, she observes Sbabbat, 
kaslirut and all the other mitzvot of 
Orthodox Jews and is planning to 
marry an Israeli ba'al teshuva 
(penitent) of Iraqi-Spanlah paren- 
tage. 

Shifra, 83. is also a Black. In her 
spare time away from her job as a 
respiratory therapist In Jerusalem, 
she is secretary of Brit Avraham, a 
new organization of Black Israeli 
Jews set up to encourage aliya 
among Black Jews and to provide a 
balanced picture of Israel to Black 
Christian tourists. 

Less than a year after being 
founded, Brit Avraham haa 80 
members. "We got together, not to 
pressure the government for 
something, but to contribute to the 
quality of life here. Increase un- 
derstanding and help each other,” 
says Yakir, who founded the 
organization along with Avraham 
Hagens, another convert. It bolds- 
meetings and runs largely on 
donations from Its own members. 

Members Arid that many of the 
several hundred Black American 
tourists who arrive in Israel each 
year are either pro-Palestinian or 
misinformed about basics. “Few 
know that there are such people as 
Black Jews,” says Yakir. "And 
they aren't aware that Arabs were 
among the first to enslave Blacks... 
that there still are Black slaves to-

day in Saudi Arabia. We don't want 
them to leave Israel thinking it is a 
white country that supports racists 
in South Africa." 

The group also work to encourage 
aliya among Black Jews — either 
born to a Jewish mother or con- 
verted according to Halacha — who 
are estimated to number about 
9,000 in the U.S. alone. 

Brit Avraham emphasizes the 
radical difference between Black 
Jews and "Black Hebrews" (the 
L600 American Blacks living here 
who claim to be the "real Hebrews” 
but aren't Jews). ‘The only thing we 
Rave in common is the colour of 
our skin and the country of birth," 
she says. The organization has been 


Satmar hassidim enticing 
non-Jewish dropouts to U.S.

The Satmar -backed, anti-Zionist 
organization called Rav Tov Inc. Is 
aiding dozens- of non-Jewish and 
baptized Jewish emigrants from 
the Soviet Union to settle in the U.S. 
every month — and receiving fees 
and expenses from the American 
government. The Jerusalem Post 
has learned. - „ 

Established by hassidim of the 
Satmar Rebbe In New York on the 
pretext of "saving Jewish 
refugees" and offering Russian 
Jews a "free choice” to settle out- 
side Israel, Rav Tov has branched 
out to Vienna and Rome to deal with 
non-Jews leaving Russia. These 
clients" were given visas to 
Israel, either because the Russians 
wanted to get rid of "trouble- 
makers" or because they recogniz- 
ed the baptized Jews as Jews. 

Because they are not of Jewish 
parentage or they have undergone 
conversion, these dropouts are not 
eligible for help from HIAS and the 
Joint Distribution Committee. 

Recognized by the U.S. govern- 
ment as an agent for Russian 
emigrants, Rav Tov set up offices 
in New York, London, Vienna and 


Rome and receive money for each 
Russian they send to the U.S. A list 
of Russians aided by Rav Tov In- 
cludes practising Catholics and 
other non- Jews. 

In addition, Rav Tov has 
attempted to win refugee status for 
Russian Jews who settled in Israel 
and want to emigrate to the U.S. It 
has not been established, however, 
that they actively encouraged these 
Israelis to leave. 

Rav Tov, chaired by Rabbi Hertz 
Frankel. has" - expressed Its 
readiness to transport all Jewish 
dropouts to the U.S. If,, as the 
Jewish Agency demands, HIAS and 
the JDC close their offices In Vien- 
na and Rome.

Yakir has found no racial dis- 
crimination in Israel, and she feels 
"much more at home here than in 
the U.S." Sometimes, children 
point to her and say kushit 
("Black") because of the novelty, 
"without realizing what it means." 
Her tactic when she sees 
youngsters stare at her Is to jump 
the gun and say with a smile Ani 
kuxhit (I am a Black). The children 
either laugh or retreat. 

She feels more discriminated 
against as a new immigrant. 
"Israelis treat newcomers badly 
until they become settled." she 
asserts. ,

Ne’eman 3a!d 
he personally felt the tax should be 
levied on speculators and Income 
tax for productive work should be 
reduced. 


New moon to 
usher in feast 
of Id-al-Fitr

CAIRO. — Sheikh Gad-AIhaq All 
G&d-Alhaq, mufti of the Egyptian 
domains, tonight collates sightings 
of the new moon from a network of 
witnesses perched atop minarets, 
towers and hillocks all aver Egypt. 
A consensus of reliable sightings 
means a lunar month of fasting is 
over and three days of feasting can 
begin. 

Outside a bakery In Gam aliya, 
one or Cairo's meet populous 
quarters. Fauna Mustafa waits her 
turn In the queue, four large baking 
trays carefully balanced on her 
head. With only a one-ring primus 
stove in her kitchen and with eight 
kilos of smaii round cakes to cook 
for the feust. Fatina paya the baker 
10 piastres a tray for the use of his 
oven. 

In fashionable Zaraalek, Gulf 
Arabs linger in doorways. More 
than SO, 000 spent the fasting month 
of Ramadan here In Cairo, and as 
many will spend Id ai-Fitr (the feast 
of the test-breaking i tasting the 
pleasures of a semi-liberated city. 

Beyond the original Islamic city 
of Cairo, In the vast cemetery 
known as the "City of the Dead,” 
mausoleum -squatter Abbas Shar- 
qawi ana his family of five expect a 
visit from the living relatives of the 
dead whose home they share. The 
sheikhs of Al-Azhar, Egypt’s 
highest religious authorities, con- 
done the practice of visiting graves 
at Id ai-Fitr but look askance on 
those who take along drums and 
festive games. 

Faxvzi Ezcat. a middle -ranking 
government official, la driving his 
family to Ago ml Beach Just west of 
Ale xandria for three sccuiar days of 
relaxation after the ordeal of dawn- 
to-dusk fasting. For Fawzi. visiting 
ancestors Is a village custom he 
would rather forget. 

In Al-Kusseln square, by the 
mosque of the same name which 
contains the head of the prophet's 
grandson Hussein. Egypt’s mul- 
titude of Sufi orders are celebrating 
the last days of Ramadan. As soon 
as the mufti announces the sighting 
of the moon, their gaudy pavilions 
of coloured cloth come down ar.d 
Sufi devotees end their entranced 
gyrations. 

Mohammed Abu Taleb. who owns 
a set of fairground swings far 
children, expects a ready market 
during Id al-Fltr for his only means 
of livelihood. "In three days I can 
make os much as I usually make In 
a month." ho said as he gave the 
swings an affectionate pat. 

Did Sadat invite 
Navon to visit?

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
has renewed an invitation to Presi- 
dent Yitzhak Navon Jo visit Egypt, 
in uii exchange of messages made 
public or. Wednesday, according to 
the state-run Middle East News 
Agency. 

But the president’s spokesman 
said last night that no invitation has 
been received for Navon and his 
wife to visit Egypt. 

MENA had published the text of a 
message from Navon to Sadat con- 
gratulating him on the Z9th anniver- 
sary of the Egyptian revolution. 
And Sadat's reply: “I am happy on 
this occasion to renew my invita- 
tion tc your excellency to visit 
Egypt." 

The agency did not say whether 
Sadat’s reply was sent before or 
after passage of the Jerusalem law.

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Sweden jails 
3 for spying 
against Israel 

UPPSALA (AP». — Three Swedtoh 
citizens — a former Palestinian and 
two Swedish- born women — were 
sentenced to prison terms on Fri- 
day. for unlawful Intelligence ac- 
tivities directed against Israel. 
Their numes were not released. 

The 36-yoar-old ex-Palestinian 
was sentenced to two years Im- 
prisonment for spying, receiving 

and selling stolen goods, and 
weapons smuggling. The women 
were charged with spying, receiv- 
ing and selling stolen goods, and 
with attempted weapons smuggl- 
ing. One was sentenced to 10 
months imprisonment, the other 
received only a suspended 
sentence. 

The three were arrested on June 
20. after customs officials at 
Hclsingborg In southern Sweden 
found weapons In their cor. The two 
women. In" their twenties, were ac- 
cused of Photographing military In- 
siallatlcns and checking sur- 
veillance in certain Israeli beach 
areas during a trip there last 
March, and also of checking securi- 
ty measures on El A1 flights. The in- 
formation was passed on by the 
convicted man to the PFLP general 
command. 

A communique made public by 
Ihe prosecutor at the start of the 
trial said, "information has been 
supplied to the effect that an action 
was imminent against security per- 
son r. e I at El Ai Airlines In 
Copenhagen." 

At the start of the trial, there was 
some speculation in the press of a 
plnr. to assassinute King Khaled of 
Saudi Amble, cn h!s visit to West 
Germany ir. June, but this was 
never brought up at the trial. 


Belgian Jews 
to get more 
protection 


BRUSSELS (Reuterl. — Belgian 
Prime Minister Wilfried Martens 
yesterday promised stronger police 
protection for Belgium's Jews after 
the grenade attack In which one 
Jewish child was killed and many 
others were wounded. 

The Antwerp killing on July 27 
and a planned attack on Israeli air- 
line passengers at Brussels Airport 
appeared to be the fruit of rivalry 
among international terrorist 
organizations, Martens told a news 
conference. 

Prevented by tight security from 
hitting strategic military or civilian 
targets, political extremist violence 
was being turned against in- 
dividuals, Martens said. 

"Our police are tn a very difficult 
situation in the face of such forms 
of terrorism. But we have none- 
theless asked them to step up their 
protection of the Jewish com- 
munity." he stated. 

Two men. both claiming to belong 
to a group called "Fatah Revolu- 
tion Line." have been arrested, one 
immediately after the Antwerp at- 
tack and the other In connection 
with the abortive airport plot. 
Police are still seeking a third man. 
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Heavy battles in major Afghan city 


NEW DELHI. — Insurgents are 
battling government troops day and 
night in the streets of Herat. 
Afghanistan's third biggest city, 
diplomatic sources said here 
yesterday. 

Soviet troops ring the city in large 
numbers but are leaving the 
fighting mainly to Afghan forces, 
they said. 

Ilie sources, quoting what they 
' called reliable reporta from Herat, 
said the old pari of the dty has 
become a virtual no-go area for 
government soldiers. 

The main concern of the Soviet 
commanders appear to be the safe- 
ty of their major supply route run- 
ning past Herat from the Soviet 
border to Kandahar, south of Herat, 
they said.

Violence in Herat, in West 
Afghanistan about 160 km. from 
Iran, has been increasing since the 
beginning of Ramadan, the month 
of fasting for Moslems which ends 
this week, according to the sources.

Carter has firm hold on 
delegates for convention 


NEW YORK (AP). — President 
Jimmy Carter, his grip on the 1980 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion looking Ann, Is keeping watch 
on Democratic conventioneers 
from the solitude of Camp David, 
while Senator Edward Kennedy 
tries to turn the tide with on-the- 
scene lobbying. 

Before flying to the presidential 
retreat in Maryland on Friday, 
Carter said “X feel confident" about 
the nomination. But Kennedy, who 
arrived in New York on Friday, 
said he believes he has “a real 
chance to win this nomination.” He 
also said he expects “some sur- 
prises” during the opening days of 
the convention. 

The convention Is due to convene 
at 11 p.m. tomorrow evening in 
Madison Square Garden and move 
quickly to debate a party rule that 
requires delegates to abide by the 
results of state primaries and con- 
ventions during Wednesday night's 
balloting for the presidential 
nomination. 

If the rule Is Upheld, Carter is 
assured renomination. He will 
enter the. convention with 1,986 
delegates 'to 1,281 backing Kennedy 
while 1,666 votes are required to 
win the nomination. 

In addition, an Associated Press 
survey of 2,889 delegates found that 
an overwhelming majority of those 
elected to support Carter are back- 
ing him in the rules fight. They also 


said they would back his renomina- 
Uon regardless of whether there 
was a rule requiring them to vote 
• that way. 

Robert Strauss. Carter's cam- 
paign chairman, told reporters on 
Friday that he expects to win the 
fight over the rule “in a very sub- 
stantial way... our lead for the 
nomination is far more substantial. 
We can't find a delegate we're los- 
ing. We’re not really running 
. against Senator Kennedy, now. 
That race is over.” 

Strauss also insisted that, If the 
rule Is affirmed, Carter has no 
plans to release his delegates in a 
gesture to promote unity in the par- 
ty. He said such a move was dis- 
cussed and rejected. 

The second day of the convention 
will be devoted to debating the par- 
ty platform. Carter and Kennedy 
forces are already agreed that the 
economic Issues will be debated on 
Tuesday evening, during prime 
television time. 

Kennedy plans to address the 
convention on Tuesday night during 
that platform debate. 

But there are 14 other platform 
disputes outstanding In the form of 
minority reports on a variety of 
issues. Convention officials said on 
Friday that, unless there are some 
compromises to reduce that 
number, debate on the platform 
could take 16 or 17 hours and re- 
quire a session on Wednesday mor- 
ning. 


Three dead in Belfast riots 


BELFAST (DPI). — Catholic 
strongholds in Northern Ireland 
were hit by a wave of riots and bom- 
bings over tbe weekend which 
marked the ninth anniversary of 
the introduction of pre-trial deten- 
tion for suspected terrorists. 

A military spokesman said a 
booby-trapped bomb exploded In 
County Armagh, the main 
battlefield of Republican terrorists 
and British troops. A soldier was 
killed and a civilian seriously in- 
jured In the explosion. 

The outlawed Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) later claimed respon- 
sibility for the blast at Fort mils, 80 
km. south of Belfast. Last week the * 
IRA vowed to escalate violen ce at 


the start of the annual com- 
memorations. 

In Belfast three people died and 
14 others. Including 3 2 policemen 
and soldiers, were injured during 
Friday night in a wave of bombing, 
shooting and rioting. 

All police leave was cancelled as 
■ Catholics prepared to march In the 
main centres later yesterday to 
mark tbe anniversary, a traditional 
annual focal point for Catholic 
demonstrations. 

One of the - ; riot victims was a 
British soldier, crushed to death 
between an army tank and a 
bulldozer tearing down street 
barricades in JUgoniel Road, a run- 
down Catholic area of north 
Belfast, police reported.

— Greek-Cypriot 
and Turklsh-Cypriot negotiators 
met for the first time in 14 months 
yesterday In a formal resumption 
of talks under UN guidance aimed 
to restore peace to the divided 
island. 

The session broke up in under an 
hour, setting September 26 to start 
substantive discussions of an 
overall settlement of the historic in- 
ter communal rivalries, sharpened 
since Turkey Invaded and occupied 
the northern part of the country in 
1974. 

Soldiers of the Canadian UN 
peacekeeping contingent carrying 
automatic rifles escorted the two 
negotiators and two aides each to 
the meeting in the barbed-wire 
compound of the Ledra Palace 
Hotel in no-man's-land on the out- 
skirts of Nicosia. 

UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim's special envoy, Hugo 
Gobbi of Argentina, delivered to the 
negotiators a Waldheim statement 
outlining the major issues to be 
hammered out. 

These Included the resettlement 
by 50,000 Greek-Cypriot residents of 
Varosha. the modern part of the 
Eastern coastal town of 
Famagusta. Varosha has remained 
a ghost town since the Greek- 
Cypriots fled the Turkish invasion 
army. 


Journalist killed 
in Salvador fighting 

SAN SALVADOR (Reuter). — A 
Mexican journalist was shot dead 
Friday in San Salvador while cover- 
ing a gunflght between left-wing 
guerrillas and security forces. 

Ignacio Rodriguez. 28, correspon- 
dent of the Mexican magazine 
Proceaso was hit by a stray bullet 
when he went with colleagues to 
report a guerrilla attempt to invade 
government offices, witnesses said.

LONDON. — Iranian 
demonstrators staged a brief 
demonstration outside the U.S. Em- 
bassy early yesterday ln support of 
66 Iranians on hunger strikes in 
British jails. Authorities 
transferred five of- the hunger 
strikers to prison hospital. Three 
other Iranians are under medical 
supervision at another hospital. 

Scotland Yard rushed heavy rein- 
forcements to the embassy on 
Grosvenor Square shortly after 
midnight when about 30 Iranians 
turned up to protest the jailing of 68 
compatriots arrested in a violent 
anti-American demonstration on 
Monday night. 

But there was no trouble, and 
they left quietly before i a.m- 

The Home Office, which runs 
British prisons, announced yester- 
day that all five Iranians held in 
Ashford Remand Centre had been 
moved to the centre's hospital for 
“medical observation" after refus- 
ing all but occasional liquids since 
Tuesday. 

But an official said the Ashford 
five and another three Iranians 
moved to the hospital of Brixtan 
Prison 24 hours earlier were in no 
immediate danger. 


A total of 68 Iranians on Tuesday 
were remanded ln custody for a 
week after they refused to give 
their names and addresses to 
magistrates following the Monday 
night demonstration at the U.S. em- 
bassy. All but two went on hunger 
strike, tbe Home Office said. 

That demonstration was staged 
in support of Iranians then jailed in 
the U.S. The Iranians In London 
faced various charges ranging 
from threatening behaviour to 
assaulting police and carrying 
offensive weapons. 

In the Philippines, 13 Iranians 
arrested during an anti- Isra el 
march launched a hunger strike 
yesterday to protest their deten- 
tion. 

The Iranian embassy charge 
d’affaires, ZlbakaJan Mofrad, said 
the Iranians vowed to fast until they 
are released. 

The 13 were among 20 0 Iranian 
students who marched through 
downtown Manila on Friday to 
protest “U.S. imperialism and 
Israeli occupation of Arab lands." 
Demonstrations are banned In the 
Philippines under martial lew 
declared by President Ferdinand 
Marcos in 1972. (AF.UPI) 


Nigeria demands $6.1b. in 
oil from three U.S. giants 


LAGOS, Nigeria (AP). — Nigeria 
has ordered three American oil 
companies — Shell, Gulf and Mobil 
— to surrender to the government 
182.95 million barrels of crude oil, 
worth $6.ib. at current prices, for 
allegedly taking m«:e.S>iI. UWW. their.. 
contracts called for over a three- 
year period. ■ 

The order was made public on 
Friday in an official 10-page white 
paper released by the office erf 
Nigerian President Shehu Shagar. 
It said the oil should be recovered 
over tbe next few years. 

After Saudi Arabia, Nigeria Is the 
second-largest U.S. oil supplier, 
selling half of its daily two million 
barrel production to the U.S. 

Observers saw the order as a 
major blow to the three American 
companies — the three largest in- 
ternational oil companies operating 
in this oil-rich African country. 

But they said it would not be 
possible to see the full effect until 
talks take place on the rate at which 
they will have to provide the oil.

Buthelezi, head ot the country's 
largest ethnic group, the five- 
million- strong Zulus, and chief 
minister of Kwaznhi homeland, did 
not attend the meeting because he 
said he wished to avoid a confronta- 
tion with Botha. 


Tekere’s guards charged with murder 


WARSAW ( AP) . — A rash of strikes 
by Polish workers in recent weeks 
has forced this nation's Communist 
leaders to pour more money into 
workers' pockets, but It does not 
mean the average person will be 
any better off. 

Extra money has been offered to 
end or avert strikes and work stop- 
pages, which dissident sources 
have said are sparked by growing 
resentment over the lack of con- 
sumer items, pressure for in- 
creased production and hikes In the 
price of meat. 

Workers have been promised In- 
creases ranging- from 10 to 20 per 
cent. The average monthly salary 
for a Polish worker is about 5170. 

Long-time observers here say 
they are unsure how long the work 


force will be pacified by the 
government's promises. 

"Speaking privately, one Polish of- 
ficial said he told workers during a 
recent strike: “Look here, there’s 
only so much beer in a barrel. All 
we can add is just foam. So do you 
really want It?” 

There is not much that workers 
can do with their extra pay. Con- 
sumer items such as cars, colour 
television, stereo systems and some 
types of food are scarce, if not total- 
ly non-existent. 

In some instances, the authorities 
have not even waited for a strike to 
grant raises. 

This occurred recently in Lodz, 
135 km. southwest of Warsaw, a city 
of 800.000 and Poland’s textile 
capital, with. about SO large plants.

Double agent Philby interviewed in Moscow 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
weekly Nedelya yesterday publish- 
ed a rare interview with British 
master-spy and double agent K!m 
Philby who says he stiU believes 
that his work for Soviet intelligence 
during and after World War II serv- 
ed Ms native people. 

Pictured In a photograph, the 65- 
year-old KGB colonel who 
mysteriously disappeared in Beirut 
and then resurfaced in Moscow in 
2963, appeared relaxed and smiling 
in an open-necked Soviet leisure 
shirt and jacket. 

Nedelya reporter Vadim Kauris 
described the former head of 
Britain’s anti -comm uniat in- 
telligence service as “calm, un- 
hurried, his large, gray-haired 
head with its die-straight parting 
planted firmly on strong 
shoulders,” 

Philby was the notorious “third 
man' "who tipped off Soviet double 
agents Guy Burgess and Donald 


Maclean in time for them to escape 
to Moscow before being arrested ln 
2951. 

Once responsible for liaiaon 
between the British Secret 
Intelligence Service (SIS) and the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) in Washington, Philby has 
lived In virtual seclusion since his 
own defection, maintaining only 
selected contacts with non-Soviets. 

His autobiography. My Silent 
War, was published ln 1968 in 
England but was released in Rus- 
sian translation in the Soviet Union 
only last month, when the Kremlin 
awarded Philby tbe Order of 
Friendship of tbe People for “more 
than 40 years of difficult but 
honourable work.” 

Nedelya published an excerpt 
from his book and an Interview 
which it said was conducted “ln one 
of Moscow's houses", in a room 
pregnant with “Dickensian'* at- 
mosphere. with stacks of English

books and “an English table laden 
with papers of old work.” 
'Discussing his reasons for joining 
Soviet Intelligence.. Philby soldi be

Tehiya group has been running a 
variety of summer classes at Belt 
Danny — in dance and crafts, 
music and sports. There are also 
classes in English and 
mathematics, for those who want 
them. 

The counsellors ore planning 
trips to Jerusalem and a meeting of 
the children’s groups from other 
Tehiya summer camps. The 
Hatikva counsellors are also 
organising a theatrical perfor- 
mance, biblical quia, dunHn g awl 
other appearances for the meeting 
day. 

They are also busy building a 
playing-lot near their apartment, 
with the help of local high school 
pupils. 

"THE RESPONSE bus been fan- 
tastic." says Sara. “At first they 
were a little suspicious, but they 
quickly accepted us. They now 
regard us as something different. 
American, and they like it." 

The counsellors themselves found 
they bad a lot to learn about 
Hatikva kids. "Their, behaviour is 
different, so tough and aggressive 
for such small kids. Some kids in se- 
cond grade are more domineering 
and harsh — in a cynical , adult way 
— than normal people would be in 
high school," one counsellor ex- 
plained. 

"The children here are very 
demanding. They all want — ' and 
need — very special attention, 
which they cannot get from- their 
parents. We try to give them that," 
another counsellor said, explaining 
that all the courses, including the 
studies, are conducted in a free and 
easy way, more like a conversation 
than a lesson. 

The counsellors, easily recognis- 
ed because of their bright yellow T- 
shirts bearing a Hebrew inscrip- 
tion, soon became the 
neighbourhood's favourites. The 
residents greet them on the street, 
mothers ask their advice and their 
apartment is always full of 
children. "We had to teach them 
not to drop In after midnight," one 
of the volunteers said with a smile. . 

"We feel like pioneers, on virgin 
soU, being the first Americans ever 
to work In this quarter. All they've 
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ever seen of Americans is officials 
or tourists who give money. We 
want to show them that Americans 
are not only people who give money 
—they can help in other ways, too." 

WHILE HATIKVA residents and 
children seem to have warmed up 
to the newcomers, the response 
from certain officials has been less 
than warm. 

The counsellors wanted to use the 
club In the Hatikva park as a centre 
of courses and group discussions 
during their summer school there. 
But throughout the two weeks, 
despite repeated pleas to the 
municipality, no municipal official 
was found who had the key to the 
club, and the counsellors were 
shifted from one official to the 
other. “In the end we held the whole 
thing out of doors." 

Beit Danny administrators, 
employed by the Tel Aviv 
Municipality, were reluctant to an- 
nounce the Tehiya counsellors’ 
events in the youth centre, or to 
open it for certain evening events 
the counsellors had organised. 
Films and accessories promised for 
certain group activities were never 
provided, and the counsellors were 
even refused old newspapers 
“which we know they have piles 
of." with the retort "no budget.”

■THERE ARE few countries like 
Israel where the unexpected Is 
the expected.

Harel 'a service was unaware that 
Elad was recruited by the In- 
telligence branch, which acted in 
this matter "against reason or 
professional prudence." 

Harel told a press conference 
recently that he used no secret 
documents In compiling his book. 

"The main evidence against Elad 
is in his own account of the events, 
published by an American firm 
which has many anti-Israeli books 
to its credit”

Nor does he hint at which political 
circles used Avrl Elad’s 
“revelations" to fight the establish- 
ment — In wMch Harel was a 
mainstay for many years under 
Ben-Gurlons’a aegis. From a 
political analyst's view. It’s a pity. 


THE NEWS that It is now possible 
in certain American sporting clubs 
to put coins in a slot and play back a 
TV picture of yourself In action Is 
supposed to be giving hope ’to 
golfers and tennis players 
everywhere.

The video see-y ourself -in- action 
machines have been used for ages, 
of course, in other forms of 
teaching. Highly placed executives 
whose companies suspect they 
would look idiotic if they ever 
appeared on TV are frequently sent 
an courses to show them how to 
behave. 

Vice-presidents see themselves 
sitting nervously on the edges of 
chairs, looking like guilty 
schoolboys or lolling back super- 
ciliously and. repelling two million 
viewers in thirty seconds. Appalled, 
the men can see their sMfty little 
eyes darting to and fro and realise 
that unless they can drop the haMt 
nobody will ever believe a single 
word they say. 

Doctors, too. are trained at some 
British universities by being shown 
on video what they are really like 
when interviewing patients. What 
comes across with shattering clari- 
ty, not Just to the trainee doctors 
but to the rest of the class. Is how 
bad they are at actually extracting 
Information. They look bored — and 
the patient feels she has to shut up 
and not take up Doctor’s time. They 
glower intlmldatingly over the 
desk, so the patient yammers and 
chokes and can't get out a sensible 
sentence. Worse, the video shows 
how often doctors leap to con- 
clusions and start writing out a 
prescription, before the wretched 
patient is half -way through explain- 
ing what is wrong.

ARBATOV has even said that the 
U.S. fleet, gathered in the Indian 
Ocean to put pressure on Iran over 
the American hostages, was also 
suspected by Moscow of being there 
to intervene in Afghanistan. He also 
alludes to Soviet fears that China, 
which has a short common border 
with Afghanistan, would have In- 
creased its influence in Kabul as 
the Russians lost theirs. 


"We knew that the decision to br- 
ing In troops would not be popular 
in the modem world," he has 
written, "even if it was absolutely 
legal. But we also knew that we 
would have ceased to be a great 
power if we refrained from carry- 
ing the burden of taking unpopular 
but necessary decisions, extraor- 
dinary decisions prompted by ex- 
traordinary circumstances." 


These doubters have already 
picked on a recent comment by 
Bovin: 


It Is classically Bolshevik. 
"There is no third way" was 
Lenin's theme in his battle against 
his other opponents on the left. It is 
Moscow's argument against Peking 
and all other wayward ruling Com- 
munist parties.

"History and politics cannot 
always be fitted into legal for- 
mulas. There are situations when 
non-intervention is a disgrace and a 
betrayal.

"And when I hear voices of 
protest from people who claim to be 
democrats, humanists and even 
revolutionaries, saying that they 
are outraged by Soviet Interven- 
tion,’ I tell them this: It la logic that 
prompted us. If you are against 


In the context of Afgha ni s tan It is 
•also a tactical argument to share up 
the Soviet position in the Com- 
munist world (Including Bast 
Europe, where the Afghan adven- 
ture Is not popular). But the fact 
that the Russians use it at the same 
time as they explain to the West 
that they have merely behaved like 
any other great power Is bound to 
cause at least confusion and at most 
the deepest distrust.

TEL AVIV. — The soccer season 
that kicks off early next month will 
revolve around Israel’s four World 
Cup games between November and 
next May. 

Israel plays Sweden at Ramat 
Gan on November 12, faces Por- 
tugal in Lisbon on December 17, 
hosts Scotland on February 26, and 
plays in Glasgow on April 29. With 
Israel having made such a fine 
start in Its first two World Cup 
qualifying games — a 0:0 home 
•draw against Northern Ireland and 
a 1 :1 draw in Stockholm — interest 
in each of these matches will go far 
beyond our* shores. . Israel has 
become the dark horse of its Euro- 
pean group. 

til the firm hands of coach Jack 
Mansell, the national team can be 
certain of meticulous preparation 
for each of these games. The Foot- 
ball Association is currently 
negotiating with top English and 
German teams to provide Israel a 
national side with matches three 
weeks before each o! the World Cup 
games. Games against Crystal 
Palace here on October 22, against 
Borussia Muenchen Gtadbaeh in 
Germany on Novembfcr 25 and an 
international against Rumania ear- 
ly in 1981 are anticipated. 

The National League programme 
will be interrupted each Saturday 
before the World Cup games, to 
enable Mansell to prepare his team 
without having to contend with last- 
minute injuries to plays ™- 

At the time of writing, the 
national team coach finds himself 
In the paradoxical position of being 
able to select the Israel stars play- 
ing abroad but not being sure of 
some key players on the local 
scene. Avi Cohen of Liverpool, 
Moshe Gariani of Brighton, Vicky 
Peretz of Strasbourg and possibly 
Ya’acov Cohen of Beersheba 
Hapoel in whom Arsenal Is in- . 


terested will be available for 
Israel’s World Cup games. 

But several national team 
players here have listed themselves 
suspended from, football for one 
year, as a means of putting 
pressure on their clubs for better 
terms. After a year’s suspension 
they would be free to sign far clubs 
abroad. Their self-imposed suspen- 
sion, if last-minute agreement Is 
not reached, would exclude them 
from the national team. (See ad- 
joining story-) 

FA chairman Michael Alraog 
sees the leagues' two-year freeze on 
player transfers — it does not affect 
the transfer abroad of Israeli foot- 
ballers — as likely to have two 
benefits. “It Is an emergency step 
to put the brake on the exaggerated 
demands of some players, and it 
will mean clubs will have to develop 
their youth talent, If they want to 
strengthen their teams,** Almog 
told 77ie Jerusalem Post 

Since last season, players have 
thought nothing of asking up to 
18100,000 net for a season of foot- 
ball. “Which clubs can afford to 


meet such demands?" Almog ask- 
ed. 

Despite the current player-club 
turbulence, Almog anticipates a 
good season. He shrugs off tbe 
effects of soaring inflation, except 
to admit that there will be no great 
improvement in # facilities for 
players or supporters. 

In a memorandum presented last 
week by Almog to the government, 
the FA chief proposed that the Bet- 
ting Council, which runs the Spor- 
toto football pool, allocate IS5m. to 
a different town each year to enable 
it to build a city stadium and train- 
ing grounds. He is critical of the 
thin dispersion of Sportoto funds 
among many sports, and believes 
that soccer should be the chief 
beneficiary. 

Almog said the FA would con- 
tinue its effort to gain a foothold in 
European soccer. So far little 
progress had been mada against the 
opposition of the USSR and East 
European countries. The Israel FA 
will also make efforts to host 
qualifying matches for the world 
youth soccer championships early 
next year, Almog aald.

I IT IS possible that the exchange of letters between President 
Sadat and Premier Begin are merely the first shots in a cam- 
I paign to place the blame on each other for the final breakdown 
of the autonomy talks. 

There is good reason, however, to discount such a view at the 
1 present time. Tfyc leaks from Cairo concerning the gist of Presi- 
dent Sadat’s letter would seem to indicate that the Egyptian 
| President has been careful not to close the door on resumption 
of the talks which he has now suspended for the third time. 

Premier Begin 's letter would certainly seem to be couched in 
I sufficiently conciliatory terms to permit the talks to resume. If 
Mr. Begin were indeed engaging in a campaign to saddle Egypt 
with responsibility tor the breakdown of the talks and for poison- 
ing the atmosphere in the peace process as a whole, he could 
legitimately have quoted Instances of Egyptian foot-dragging 
and worse in the process of normalization between the two coun- 
tries. 

But Mr. Begin did not choose that path. Instead he opted for a 
firm though conciliatory approach, even if he did not say, as he 
might have, that all the outstanding issues are legitimate suh- 
i jects for negotiation. 

It is to be hoped that despite counter pressures, President 
| Sadat will choose a similar path. 

Perhaps it will require another summit meeting between the 
two principals to get things moving. A tri-partite summit, with 
President Carter is apparently out of the question, since Mr. 
Carter is said to be opposed to any such meeting before the 
American elections. 

But even short of a summit, it would seem that the U.S. could 
he more active than it has been in trying to unfreeze the 
1 negotiating process. 

■In the Israeli view, the Egyptians are deliberately stalling in 
order to wait for the U.S. elections, and the U.S. appears to he 
ready to mark time as well. 

Whatever criticisms Egypt and the U.S., together and 
separately, may have of Israel's own actions in the negotiations, 
these cannot of themselves justify suspension of the talks. 

And certainly it would bode ill for the future of the 
negotiations, if Egypt and the U.S. were to encourage Israel to 
believe that they have both decided to freeze the talks until after 
November, on the premise that a newly-elected President will 
be better able to impose his will upon Israel. 


A symbolic matter 


THE PRESIDENT'S salary is to be raised from ISl,650 a month 
to the sum of 184,130. 

The salary figure is so small because the President pays no In- 
come tax and his salary is granted in net terras. The ap- 
proximate gross of that net is equal to the newly approved 
salary of the prime minister. 

Yet there Is a question — not with foe money but with the prind- 
1 pie that the President, the symbolic head of state, pays no taxes. 
This principle was established by the Knesset in the early heady 
days of Israel's independence when it was felt that what was 
good for His Majesty’s High Commissioner was certainly good 
for the President of the Republic of Israel. The protestations by 
then-President Yitzhak Ben Zvi that he wished to pay taxes like 
everyone else were to no avail. 

Today the practice of employers paying net salaries to 
selected employees and then paying the tax on that salary, has 
become a pernicious norm. 

Therefore, in the reality of the 1980s the symbolism entailed in 
the President's demonstrative payment of tax would far out- 
weigh the pseudo-monarchic approach adopted by the Knesset 
nearly three decades ago. 

The Knesset would do well therefore to revise the procedure of 
payment for the President and permit him to pay an income tax 
on an acceptable gross salary.

UNTIL RECENTLY there was a 
plague on the wall of the town 
museum commemorating the fact 
that the Czech town of Suafee, south 
of Pilsen, had been liberated from 
Nazi German occupation in 1945 by

MOZAMBIQUE has adopted its own 
Shekel, the "metical," which 
replaces the old escudo system used 
in the country. 

All Mozambique residents were 
given three days to convert the old 
currency Into the new. 

The decimal breakdown of the 
new currency will be the same as 
i the old escudo. Each "metical" is 
worth 100 centavos. 

The term "metical" comes from 
an Arab word "mlthgal," which 
designated the equivalent of 4.88 
grams of gold powder. 
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LAST YEAR the Porta Authority 
(PA) built a loading terminal on the 
site of the phosphate deposits In the 
Negev at Naha! Ztn. It was a small 
job, costing less than IL3m. The 
PA’s Internal controller, Yoav 
Yassur, set his men to examine how 
the work had been done. The report 
was long and critical. 

Over that report all hell has 
broken loose — revealing problems 
of structure, administration and 
politics more serious by for than 
the technical blunders that the con- 
troller alleges were committed. 

The story starts with the submis- 
sion of the report to the PA’s 
director-general, Yitzhak Rahav. 
He saw that It condemned two 
senior officials, Eytan Cohen, the 
■chief engineer, and Ya’acov Inbar,' 
head oftfte building department. "I 
asked Yassur whether the two men 
had seen the document, or been 
given the opportunity of stating 
their case,” he told The Jerusalem 
Post. "Yassur answered that they 
hadn’t. So I sent it to them for 
comment." 

Meanwhile, to Rahav’s dismay, 
the contents of the report were leak- 
ed to the press. A news item, with 
dramatic headline, appeared In 
Ha ‘arete. In that way it got to the 
notice of Yosef Doriel, then adviser 
to the transport minister. 

Doriel is a Herut party activist 
(he was popularly known in the 
ministry as the "commissar”). He 
decided on ihe spur of the moment 
that this was a case for the police. 
He contacted- them, persuaded 
Yassur to let them have a copy of 
his report, and pressed the 
minister. Halm Landau, to demand 
a criminal investigation. 

This somewhat melodramatic in- 
itiative was considered both by the 
director-general of the ministry 
and the director-general of the PA 
to be ultra vires. What PA officials 
do in the performance of their 
duties is first and foremost the 
business of their employers, not the 
Transport Ministry. The PA had Its 
own enquiries to make before 
deciding whether any offence bad 
been committed. 

Yoav Yassur criticizes PA of- 
ficials in his report for breaches of 
procedure. Yet the things that he 
and Doriel did, in the view of their 
respective employers, were 
breaches too. The Bureau of Inter- 
nal Auditors lays down explicitly 
that a controller should report to hla 
director-general; that if his 
criticisms are directed against the 
director-general or If the director- 
general is in some way implicated, 
the controller can turn to the board 
of directors. 

His job is difficult, it concedes: he 
must explain, persuade (the object 
being to repair errors and Improve 
procedures). "But," the instruc- 
tions specify, "he must not use the 
moss media for this purpose, or 
leak facta to the newspapers.” 

Rahav did not want to hand the 
Nahal Zin report to police In- 
vestigators — indeed that was done 
by Yassur himself "at their re- 
quest,” he said (following an 
Dortel's complaint, presumably). 
However, neither Doriel nor the 
Transport Ministry were entitled to 
deposit a formal complaint. Only 
the PA could do that because It was 
the injured party. The question is, 
was there an Injury? Did the critics 
have a case? •

been drawn into what might have been a purely technical 
dispute in the Ports Authority. 
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YASSUR’S BLISTERING report 
should certainly have made the PA 
sit up and take notice. It reads like 
a publication by the State Comp- 
troller, revealing Incorrect 
procedures and breaches of con- 
tract. A slope that was supposed to' 
be 1:3 turned out to be 1:2. A foun- 


dation that should have been l 
metre thick was only 40-60 cm*. 
Lower-grade cement was used than 
the 300-grade specified. There waa 
bad planning, bad execution, in- 
adequate Inspection, a failure to' 
abide by the time-table (120 days in- 
stead of 63). There were excess 
costs. 

The floor of the loading-bay will 
probably erode, the report 
predicts; the approach road will in 
all likelihood sag; lack of drainage 
facilities should cause damage to 
the road surface when the first 
rains come. 

These accusations were pulveriz- 
ing enough to justify an energetic 
reaction from the director-general. 
Yassur was evidently Incensed by 
what seemed to him a nonchalant 
attitude on the part of manage- 
ment. After all his revelations, 
punitive measures should have 
been taken he thought. Instead 
Rahav called for a second In- 
vestigation, to check the first. 

His caution turned out in the end 
to have been justified. The man 
commissioned to review the Nahal 
Zin project was an outstanding 
specialist in the field: Dr. Moshe 
Livneh, professor of civil engineer- 
ing at the Technion. Livneh 's report 
was submitted In August, a month 
after the one from Yassur. And it 
told a very different tale. 

It does criticise a number of 
defects at Nahal Zin, but on the 
whole it gives the project a clean 
bill of health. In some respects 
Livneh flatly contradicts 
statements made in the controller’s 
document. The average thickness 
of the foundation, he found, was 
around one metre aa it was sup- 
posed to be, and not 40-60cms. as 
stated by the controller. The 
queried slope was 1:3, as required, 
and not 1 : 1 . 

Errors, when they occurred, 
were not always grave enough to 
warrant alarm signals. The cement 
was indeed not 800, hut it waa 200 , a 
grade officially accepted by the 
Housing Ministry as sufficient for 
this kind of structure. The professor 
concludes that the pla nn i n g waa 


builder 


satisfactory and that the 
had not been overpaid. 

How to account for the difference 
between the two reports? Yassur 
refused to be Interviewed by The 
Jerusalem Post unless be was in- 
structed to do so by the director- 
general in writing; which Rahav 
declined (or perhaps could not be 
bothered) to do. 

The technical consultant used by 
Yassur waa Dan Sres, head of the 
PA’s Building Department in Kflat, 
Eytan Cohen points out (and Rahav 
confirms) that Erez Is an architect, 
not an engineer. Noted in Livneb’s 
report Is that Erez refused to meet 
the professor during the investiga- 
tion.
